WASHINGTON, Nov 1.—Reassuring news came from Rome to- 
day in official dispatches. While serious, the situation on the Italian 
front is deseribed as being far from desperate. General Cadorna’s 
army is declared to be practically intact and complete confidence is 
expressed in his ability, with aid coming from the Allies, to stop the 
Austro-German drive, 

The cablegrams summarize the situation as follows: 

“The military situation on the Italian front is serious—it is 
far from being desperate. At the present moment, having recovered 


from the first surprise, it may be stated that our Allies are preparing | 


to oppose a furious resistance to the enemy at the point which with 
out doubt General Cadorna had selected. It is probable that if the 
retreat should continue a few days longer, the Italian resistance will 
develop along the Tagliamento, quite an important river, which des- 
cends from the Carnic Alps, or perhaps, if the Austro-Germans attack 
in Cernia, it will be on the Piave river, which flows westward.

CANADA MUST 
NOT HALT IN 
ONWARD STRIDE 


Major Gordon at First Church 
Urges Country to Still 
Greater Effort 


is | 


“Are we falling duwn on our job? 
Are we halting in our stride? Are we 
failing to live up to our whole duty in 
the carrying on of the war?” 

So asked Major C. W. Gordon 
(Ralph Connor), of the great audience 
which packed the First Presbyterian 
chureh to hear this well known clergy- 
man, author and soldier, last night. 

He answered that was not wor- 
ried, although he feared that too much 
money was spent on automobiles, fine 
clothes and going to the movies, but 
underneath was a heart of sacrifice, 
“Lf the nation would but use its best 
means of organizing its resources to 
press on to victory.’ 

Paying a high tribute to Edmonton 
ag having sent the first battalion (the 
101st) which went as a unit, he called 
on all earnest and women to re- 
newed and greater efforts. ‘‘We must,” 
said he, “forget the past, our former 
antagonisms, our past errors and blun- 
ders. We have no time now to consid- 
er them, We must close up the ranks, 
We must forget differences which 
|} were once important, The man in the 
trenches as he goes over the top does 
not care what the man beside him 
thinks about the tariff as they move 
| together on the foe. To us it should 
be of equal unimportance.” 

Major Gordon begeed his hearers to 
persuade, to demand, of the govern- 
ment two things and to elect no man 
to office who would not pledge himself 
to use his utmost efforts to those ends. 
First, to re-organize all men and all 
women for a disciplined effort to win 
the war. “Why send 100,000 men to 
fight while others are left behind to 
work for themselves, to amuse them- 
| selves, or to pile up a private fortune 


'in selfish greed?’ he asked 
! Second, to organize all Canada's 
resources, both public and private, to 


provide means for carrying on and to 
reach one end. 


“We must get togeth- 


er,” he declared, “if Canada means to 


keep her p in the proud line of 
| those who have given and are willing 
|} keep on giving their best as the 
price.of peace which can only come! 


after complete victory.’ 
“We are yet to come,” he said, “to 
the hardest part of the war. Germany 


in the last few days has amazed the 
world. We must look the situation in 
the face, She has flung a force of 


600,000 men, immense numbers of guns 
and supplies into a fierce blow on the 
ltalian front that was a complete sur- 
prise, that must compel our admira- 
tion for its energy and resourceful- 
ness, and which must arouse our grave 


“It has been our habit to read with 
cheer and optimism the news along 
the western front. We should also 


read and ponder the situation in Rus-

of Nov. 2, and before retiring they left 
food and fire for the comfort of the 
visitors. The windows were left open 


So that the ghosts might have no 
trouble in entering, and it was usual- 
ly discovered on the following morning 
that the food had disappeared. Cer- 
tain young scamps who were far from 
being spooks were usually connected 
with the disappearance of the food 
however, and as the ghosts grew bold- 
er, and began to carry off portable 
yroperty as well as fool, the custom 
came into disfavor. The same custom 
obtained in Italy, and there, too, the 
thieves reaped a rich harvest from the 
pious belief. 

The custom of visiting cemeteries | 
Sou's'’ Day, now general in} 
many Catholic lands, had a grisly pre- 
cedent at Naples, where it was long! 
the practice to open the charnel- 
houses on this day The  fleshiess 
skeletons were ranged along the walls 
which were brilllant’y lighted and be 
decked with flowers, and all day long 
crowds flowed through the vaults to 
gaze upon the grinning skulls of their 
dead relatives. 

One of the odd customs of the Par 
isian observance of the day was the 
gathering of mourners at the grave 
of the dead cats, dogs, horses and eve 
monkeys, buried in the animal ceme 
tery of the Island of the Seine. In 
these serious times, however, it Is to be 
feared that the deceased four-footed 
pets will be neglected and that few 
will visit their resting place today.
